The following is a report of the activities carried on 
in Wentworth, by the N. H. Department of Health, 
Bureau Public Health Nursing, for the year 1954. 


A series of three clinics were held at the Grange Hall 
on the following dates: March 25, April 14 and May 
6, 1954. 


A total of 13 children received physical examinations 
by a Doctor. Infants 4, Pre-schools 9. 


The total attendance at the three immunization clin- 
ics was 56. Infants 14, Preschools 31, School children 11. 


The total number receiving booster immunizations or 
the series of three immunizations for diptheria, tetanus 
and whooping cough was 36. Infants 5, Preschool child- 
ren 20, School children 11. 


The number of children receiving smallpox vaccina- 
tions 14. Infants 1, Preschool children 13. 


The nurse was assisted at these clinics by Dr. F. Mc- 
Iver of Plymouth, Mrs. Lovett, School Nurse, a Local 
Committee from the Wentworth Woman’s Club, and 
had the use of the Grange Hall. 


I wish to express my sincere thanks to all who helped 
make these clinics a success. 


Home visits have been made in the community on 
mothers, babies and preschool children. Arrangements 
have been made for chest x-rays and attendance at Crip- 
ple Children’s Clinics in Hanover and Laconia. Assist- 
ance has been given families in arrangements for cor- 
rection of defects. A healthy child is a happy child and 
makes a better citizen.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S ANNUAL REPORT 
TO THE WENTWORTH SCHOOL BOARD 


I hereby submit my annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools of the School District of Wentworth. 


It is difficult, having been with you such a short period of 
time, to write a comprehensive report. However, during this 
period the following things which may be of interest to you 
have come to my attention. 


The teachers in the Wentworth school are doing good 
work, and during the times that I have visited them ‘excellent 
educational procedures and practices were in progress. 


There has seemed to be sufficient quantities of all books 
and supplies, but there is need for some textbook revisions. 
The reading program is well rounded but needs some sup- 
plementary text from other basal systems to give children a 
variety of reading materials. It is hoped that very soon a new 
language series will be adopted, and with additions to’ our 
present arithmetic series all areas, except Social Studies, will 
be in good shape. There is a need for more co-ordination in 
the Social Studies field, and it is hoped that this will be 
taken care of next year. 


It should be brought to your attention that there is need 
for some repair work on the school. Cracks in the founda- 
tion and the well should be cemeted to make them tight. This 
would also make the building warmer and probably reduce 
fuel consumption. Also some painting inside and out should 
be done. 


A situation may arise next September whereby enough 
tuition pupils will be transported to Wentworth to warrant 
opening the now vacant classroom in the building. If this 
happens, it would probably be well to insulate the walls in 
that room and purchase some new storm windows. Opening 
the third room in your school would be a distinct advantage 
to the children of Wentworth because, with all other things 
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being equal, the fewer the grades any one teacher has re- 
sults in better education for the child. 


During this Fall each child in the Wentworth school has 
been given an Otis Quick Scoring Mental Ability Test, and 
in the Spring an achievement battery will be given. Normal- 
ly, it is not necessary to give a mental ability test each year, 
but it has been some time since they were given, and to make 
records more complete it seemed to be desirable. From now 
on approximately one-third of the pupils will be so tested 
each year. 


Please feel free to call on me for advice or discussion of 
your school at any time. My aim is to see that each youngs- 
ter gets the best possible education from school funds allo- 
cated by the district and sometimes discussions which lead to 
a better understanding can help tremendously. 


I appreciate very much the cooperation, consideration and 
courtesy given me by the School Board and teachers of 
Wentworth.

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EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT'S 
SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953, requires that 
school district annual reports show the total amount 
paid to the superintendent as per the following quota- 
tion: 

“REPORTS. Each superintendent of a supervisory 
union shall annually prepare a report showing the 
total salary paid to the superintendent, which report 
shall show in detail the amount derived from the per 
capita tax and the amount paid directly by each school 
district in the union.” 

One-half of the supervisory union expenses is pro- 
rated among the several school districts of the union on 
the basis of adjusted valuation. One-half is pro-rated 
on the basis of average daily membership in the schools 
for the previous school year ending June 30th. The 
Superintendent of Supervisory Union No. 48 during 
1953-1954 received a salary of $5,600 which was made up 
as follows: $2,500 paid from the per capita tax, $3,100 
pro-rated among the several school districts. Allowance 
of $750 for travel within the union was also pro-rated 
as stated above. ! 

The table below shows the portion of salary and travel 
charged to each school district.

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REPORT OF THE MUSIC SUPERVISOR 
For The School District of Wentworth 


During a weekly visit to each classroom basic rou- 
tines are set up to help in the daily music period. Sing- 
ing, note reading, rhythm, and listening are four main 
objectives in this program. 


In the lower grades we concentrate on learning many 
songs by rote and by note reading. So that we may all 
sing in tune some remedial work has been started with 
individuals who need help. Many of our songs are ac- 
tion songs that help with co-ordination and rhythm. The 
children have learned new singing games and have 
dramatized songs with skipping and galloping, etc. The 
rhythm band is another help in developing timing, beat, 
and ear training. 


In the upper grades we have instituted a square dance 
program. The children have advanced training in note 
reading, enunciation, phrasing, and tone work. Our new 
books are valuable in this work. 


In all the grades we are expanding our listening pro- 
gram. Our new victrola improves the listening and gives 
the classes a better opportunity to hear and understand 
other forms of music, rhythms, harmonies, and tech- 
niques, as well as biographies of the composers. Through 
this medium we are also learning about the instruments 
of the orchestra.
